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THERE were twenty-six cases of small- pox 
in Brooklyn last week, and many deaths re- 
sulted, Scarlet-tever of a virulent type pre- 
vails also in that city. Among the victims of 
the latter disease was a young Dublin mer- 
chant, George H. Belas. who came to 
this country with the intention of 
going into business in Chicago. The 
remaius of the unfortunate man were buried 
in the potter’s field by the Hospital authori- 
ties. The fact was discovered yesterday, and 
his friends were communicated with. A 
man named Murphy, who called at the 
headquarters of the Commissioner of 
Charity that he might be sent to hospital: 
dropped dead while waiting for his turn 
to makeapplication, and an unknown Boston 
clergyman who died from small-pox has 
been consigned to the potter’s field, which 
seems to be a favorit burying-ground with 
Brooklyn hospital officials. 


A HORRIBLE story is reported from the 
vicinity of Jackson, Moore County, Va. 
Ten men slept in a temporary shed in the 
woods which was roofed with earth, and had 
on the roof some rocks to keep it from being 
blown down. The beams supporting the 
roof gave way, and came down with a crash 
on the sleepers. A barrel of turpentine 
caught fire, and eight of the victims were 
absolutely roasted. Only two escaped with 
their lives, and they are suffering from 
many wounds and blisters. . -

ANOTHER SUBSIDY DEFEAT. 

The proposition which has been pending 
before the Senate several days to vote on 
the ocean mail subsidy of $1,000,000 for the 
next fiscal year met with a defeat at tne close 
of yesterday’s session which was as unex- 
pected, summary, andcrughing as which 
attended the Eads Ship-Canal bill in the 
House on Saturday. The subject came up in 


Post-Office Committee to the general Postal 
Appropriation bill. The amendment was as 
follows:

The Roach lobby started out early in the 
session to secure the passage of a separate 
and regular subsidy bill, but found so much 
opposition in the House that it contented 
itself finally with the eomparativeiy small 
allowance contemplated in the above section, 
and hoped to secure its passage in the covert 
shape of a rider on an appropriation bill, 
and under the pretense of additional and 
needed ocean mail service. Mr. John Roach 
was at the Capitol in person yesterday direct- 
ing his forces, but was unable to save even 
this much of @ gratuity from the public 
condemnation that has awaited it. The 
matter was finally disposed of by 
laying it on the table, where it will 
remain. This result was unexpected. 
When the amendment was first proposed 
the point was made that it was out ef order, 
because a rule of the Senate forbids general 
legislation in connection with general appro- 
priation bills. The President of the Senate 
held the subsidy amendment to be excluded 
under this rule, as it certainly ought to have 
been, but the Senate overruled him by a vote 
of 20 to 15. This vote indicated that the 
project had great strength in the Senate, 
especially as similar measures had been 
adopted by the same body in former 
Congresses, in which the House of 
Representatives refused to concur. 
During Saturday and yesterday all, 
proposed amendments to the subsidy measure 
which were calculated to weigh it down 
were promptly rejected as irregular, though 
they were not more so than the original 
proposition: and once, earlier in the day, the 
Senate refused to table the matter. Hence 
it was supposed that the scheme had a fair 
chance to succeed in the Senate at least,—and 
it is probable that the final defeat was the re- 
sult of yesterday’s debate. 

The debate during the day was confined al- 
most entirely to the Democratic side. The 
principal supporters of the measure were 
Morgan of Alabama and Maxey of Texas. 
Pugh and others originally in favor of it had 
already become disgusted with the persistent 
refusai to extend the benefits of the proposi- 
tion to foreign-built steamers purchased by 
Americans. The aggressive opponents of 
the measure were Messrs. Bayard, Whyte, 
and Beck, though many of the Republicans 
did good service in assisting to vote down 
the proposition when the trial of strength 
came. The fact is that the proposition could 
not stand the force of honest criticism. 

Messrs. Morgan.and Maxey sought in vain 
to give the proposition the aspect of a general 
purpose to enlarge the foreign mail facilities, 
which are already ample, and the cost of 
which for the next fiscal year was estimated 
by the Postmaster-General at $225,000. Their 
effort to gain the sympathy and support of 
those in favor of free ships was equally 
futile, because their position was clearly un, 
tenable when they maintained that the terms 
of the above amendment would enable 
Americans to purchase and register foreign- 
built vessels. It was preposterous to as- 
sume that an irregular amendment to 
an appropriation bill would de con- 
strued to override the regularly-consti- 
tuted navigation laws, and particularly 
in view of the fact that proposed amendments 
to that end were repeatedly rejected. The 
purpose was to create certain ocean “star 
routes under such conditions that one or 
two favored concerns would receive all the 
benefits of the subsidy. This fact was too 
notorious to be obseured by any ingenuity of 
language. 

The active opponents of the measure dealt | 
body blows to the whole principle underlying 
it. Mr. Bayard stated the case very plainly 
when be pointed out that if American capital 
in the present plethoric condition of the money 
market declines to go into the shipbuilding 
business or carrying trade, it is because such 
ipyestment is unprofitable. If such invest- 
ment be unprofitable in a general revival of 
business and industry, the condition is due 
to special depression. The fact is, that ship- 
building and the carrying trade in the hands 
of Americans are paralyzed by excessive tax- 
ation and prohibitory legislation. Is it rea- 
sonable to suppose, then, that relief may be 
found by increasing the burdens of taxation, 
which must inevitably follow any subsidy 
policy? That states the case in a nutshell. 
It is possible, however, that the speech of 
Mr. Beck did more to defeat the proposition 
than anything else, and in this his telling 
facts and figures probably did not exercise 
as much influence as the single statement in 
regard to the final disposition of the proposed 
subsidy. He showed that under the terms of 
the proposed subsidy the bulk of the money 
would be divided between the Roach-Brazil- 
ian concern and the Pacific Mail Steamship 
line. The name of the latter corporation is a 
synonym in Congress for lobby corruption 
and National scandal, and Senators and Rep- 
resentatives alike avoid it as something in- 
fectious when they have any regard for their 
reputation. 

The subject was tabled by a vote of 35 to 
14, The struggle was mainly among the 
Democrats toward the last, and the vote on 
both sides shows more of them than of the 
Republicans. Of the latter who voted against 
smothering the project the majority were 
from New England, who regard it as their 
duty to sustain any measure which directly 
or indirectly promises to promote shipbuild- 
ing in any way except by making that indus- 
try free. Three Western Republican Sén- 
ators, however, were found on the sub- 
sidy side—viz:: Ferry, Paddock, and 
Windom. One of these has already

CONDITION OF CONGRESSIONAL BUSIN ESS. 


The Democrats will have little to show. for 
their two years’ control of both Houses of 
Congress which comes to a close two weeks 
from next Friday. They wasted their first— 
the extra—session ip a fruitless attempt to 
coerce an abandonment of the, National 
Election laws, which only led to thé repudia- 
tion of their party in the Stateelections which 
followed. They renewed this effort in a 
feeble and vacillating way at their first regu- 
lar session, and dragged through the entire 
winter with vaporing discussions which were 
partly dilatory in purpose, partly incompetent, 
without design, and wholly unproductive of 
useful legislation. They started in upon the 
present short session after they had been 
completely routed in an appeal to the coun- 
try, and when they were fully aware that 
their time for work was limited; yet their 
very first movement was in the direction of a 
needless, unsatisfactory, and unfair rule for 
counting the Electoral vote, which they 
could not command the necessary majority 
to pass. They seemed to-be entirely con- 
tent, however,-to consume time without 
accomplishing anything. They seemed to 
seek excuses and invent expedients for 
wasting time until the holiday vacation 
was at hand. Their consideration of the Re- 
funding bill served oniy to develop bicker- 
ings and vagaries, and resulted in an agree- 
ment upon a measure which, as it passed 
from their hands, was so impracticable as to 
endanger the success of the project. Their 
course all along has been vacillating and 
without method, and they are now in a situa- 
tion where they will find it difficult to pass 
even the routine legislation and that which is 
actually necessary to avoid an extra session. 
The time consumed thus far has been 
by no means devoted to earnest con- 
sideration of the appropriation bills 
with a view to economy, nor yet to any re 
duction or revision of taxation. The Demo- 
crats seem to have abandoned even the pre- 
tense of economy which they boasted of for 
a time, and have asa rule rushed through 
the House without analysis or criticism the 
enormous appropriations that have already 
been agreed upon. The tendency in the 
Senate has been to increase the expenditures, 
as in the ease of the proposed addi- 
tion of $1,000,000 subsidy to the Post- 
Office Appropriation bill. If there has 
been delay in the consideration of 
the River aud Harbor bill, it barely 
failed of the necessary vote to pass under a 
suspension of the rules, and criticism and 
objection arose mainly from those who have 
been neglected in the distribution of bene- 
fits. There remain four appropriation bills 
to be disposed of in the House—viz. : the River 
and Harbor, Sundry Civil, Agricultural, and 
General Deficiency bills. Agreement be- 
tween the Senate and House remains to be 
adjusted on these and still others. The Sen- 
ate is slothful and inactive. It voted down 
yesterday a proposition for night sessions to 
dispose of District of Columbia matters. It 
still has the Funding bill before it for 
discussion, which may drag out several days 
if it shall open up the whole question of 
finance. It may be regarded as certain, 
therefore, that no general legislation will be 
adopted, except possibly a refunding 
measure as a means to avert an extra ses- 
sion. The apportionment will fail. Many 
members have indicated a purpose to an- 
tagonize its passage for no better reason than 
because Mr. Cox has opposed the River and 
Harbor bill. Such is the lofty Congressional 
notion of public interests. There is 
no hope for a further considera- 
tion of the National regulation of 
inter-State railroads, ‘The popular protest 
against the telegraph monopoly will find no 
response from the present Congress. The 
whole question of Electoral reform has been 
formally abandoned. The Pendleton propo- 
sition for giving Cabinet members seats in 
Congress will get no hearing. Fhe only 
comfort the situation offers is that subsidies, 
which were a serious menace early in the 
session, have been doomed by recent events 
in both the Senate and the House, except as 
they are included in the scope of the River 
and Harbor bill, When the hour of ad- 
journment shall come, in the rush and tur- 
moll of hurrying jobs the Democratic Con- 
gress will flicker out with a dim record of 
sluggishness and incapacity.

inhabitants of that State themselves, who are 


now for the first time informed that they 


were snatched like so many brands from the 
burning by a former Senator from Arkansas, 

In the West, where some slight attention 
has been given to Indiana, it has been as- 
sumed that the State was “saved,” pri- 
marily, by the exertions of some 231,405 of its 
most enlightened. citizens, Who went to the 
polls in October and voted for Albert G. Por- 
ter for Governor. It will be news to most of 
these citizens that Mr. “saved them” ; 
that his persuasive eloguence induced them 
to vote as they had not intended to do; or 
that his presence radiated an influence that 
changed the intentions even of a number of 
voters equal to the Republican majority. Up 
to this time they have been of the opinion 
that the victory was due toa strong ticket 
and platform, and a perfect organiza- 
tion in their own ranks, which Mr. Dorsey 
did not produce; to the infamous decisions 
of the Supreme Court, made before Mr. Dor- 
sey was elected Secretary of the Committee; 
to the high character and great personal pop- 
ularity of their candidate for the Presidency, 
who borrowed no repntation from Mr. Dor- 
sey, as the latter had none to spare; and to 
the general cussedness of the “Solid South,“ 
which has been convicted of unreasonable 
lawlesness only since Mr. Dorsey ceased to 
represent a portion of it in the United States 
Senate. 

When it comes to the distribution of honors 
among individuals, the name of Mr. Dorsey 
is not that which first suggests itself to the 
people of Indiana. They remember that the 
organization of the Republican party in the 
State had beep begunin January preceding 
the election, long before the National Conven- 
tion met in Chicago. The Hon. John C. New 
and Marshall Dudley, of Indianapolis, did the 
chief part of that work, and the result 
showed how thoroughly it was done. 
The State was good fora Republican ma- 
jority any time after the Chicago nomina- 
tions were made, provided an honest and fair 
vote could be secured: and it was the Re- 
publican organization in Indiana, not Mr. 
Dorsey, which patrolled the borders of the 
State, registered suspicious immigrants, and 
took measures to prevent repeating and I- 
legal voting. 

The State was visited by many strong and 
powerful speakers, of whom Mr. Dorsey 
was notone. Mr. Dorsey did not overstate 
the truth when he said that Gen. Grant's 
speech at Warren, O., did more to carry In- 
diana than all of his own efforts did. Sen- 
ator Conkling’s speeches also had a power- 
ful influence; so did those of Mr. Blaine and 
Gen. Ben. Harrison, who stumped the State 
from end to end, and whose great services 
have already been recognized and rewarded 
by an election to the United States Senate. 
The Republican press of Chicago and Cin- 
cinnati contributed not a littie to the victory 
by disseminating documentary matter and 
speeches, and pouring daily broadsides of 
fact and argument and other hot shot * 
the enemy. 

Mr. Dorsey came to Indiana Aae 
late in the day &s the bearer of tunds con- 
tributed by others in New York, Boston, and 
Chicago. It cannot be doubted that he dis- 
tributed the money judiciously and legiti- 
mately to prevent frauds, pay the expenses 
of meetings, and for poll-challengers, and 
other legitimate purposes. But he did not 
“save” Indiana any more than the persons 
who gave the money did. It is an injustice 
to Mr. Dorsey himself, as well as to the local 
managers of the campaign, the speakers 
from abroad, and the 232,000 Republicans in 
Indiana, to assume that the State was either 
carried or saved by him, or that the result 
would have been materially different if 
he had never existed. Indiana was bound to 
vote for Garfield. It was so written in the 
book of fate, and nothing could stop her. 


REGULATING. SLEEZEPINGCAR FARES. 

The periodical agitation of the sleeping-car 
question began early in Springfield this ses- 
sion, and promises to continue for a consid- 
erable time. The erratic Merritt introduced 
the first bill on the subject into the Senate, 
but it has been already reported on adverse- 
ly. Another measure of the same kind is 
pending in the House. These and all other 
propositions to regu'ate the charges of sleep- 
ing-car companies bear a remarkable likeness 
to each other. They are put forth ostensibly ' 
as measures of protection for the defense- 
less and suffering public, but cynical people 
do not hesitate to affirm that they are mere 
decoys, intended to give their authors a lit- 
tle cheap notoriety as anti-monopolists, while 
they signify to the companies that there 
is somebody at Springfield waiting to be 
„seen.“ 

The bill under consideration in the House 
fixes the price for a lower berth at $1.50 for 
each twenty-four hours, and for an upper 
berth at $1 for the same period. At these 
rates a lower berth would yieid about one- 
third and an upper berth one-quarter as 
much as at present. It does not re 
quire any argument to show that the effect 
of such a reduction would inevitably be to 
drive the companies out of the State, or to 
diminish the quality of accommodation fur- 
nished by them. For there is no evidence 
whatever that any company has been making 
a regular profit of 75 per cent on its gross re- 
ceipts, as would be the caseif it could sub- 
mit to such a reduction as that proposed and 
continue to do business at a profit. 

Legislative regulation of sleeping-car fares 
cannot be justified on. the ground that they 
hold the same relations to the public as the 
railroad companies do. The purpose, busi- 
ness, and legal status of the two kinds of 
corporations are widely different. The rail- 
road company is a common carrier; the 
sleeping-car company is not. The former 
exercises an exclusive privilege of a public 
nature: the latter does not. One purveys a 
necessity, the other aconvenience. That is 
to say, the people do not commonly have 
the option whether they shall use the rail- 
road or not; but they are always at lib- 
erty to travel without taking a sleep- 
ing-car. The railroad acquires its rights 
by the exercise, of eminent domain, but 
the sleeping-car company by simple lease.. 
No possible construction of the duties of rail- 
road companies requires them to furnish 
sleeping agcommodations to passengers. 
They are bomud only to carry persons with 
reasonable speed, safety, and comfort from 
point to point, at a fair price. The sleeping- 
car company has nothing to do with the 
transportation, but everything todo with an 
extra convenience which it offers the public 
—namely: a place to sleep in while in transit. 

There is no essential difference between 
a sleeping-car and a hotel or lod ging-house. 
The fact that one has wheels under it while 
the other has not is immaterial. The travel- 
ing public demands something more than the 
railroads will or can properly furnish, and 
obtains it from another corporation. That is 
all there is to the transaction. Now, it is 
clear that in the ease of ordinary lodging - 


demand from the sleeping-car company large 
double berths, perfect cleantivess; polite and 
trustworthy attendants, fit to take charge of 
women and chfidren traveling alone; smooth- 
ly-running and strongly-built cars; safety- 
couplings and bumpers, and all modern im- 


provements and conveniences. The cars are 


built to hold bat twenty-four persons at the 
utmost, while ordinary cars seat from 50 to 
60. The sleepers have twice as many wheels 
and springs and double the weight and 
strength of a common day-car. Hence they 
keep the track in most cases of collision, and 
itis a common thing to read in reports of 
accidents, ** No person was hurt in the Pull- 
mans or Wagners.“ A first-class sleeper 
costs $18,000 or $20,000, and its average life is 
eight years, whereas the common passenger 
ear costs but one-fourth or one-fifth as much, 
and lasts as long. 

The public cannot travel in such cars as 
the Pullman or Wagner Company furnishes 
without paying for it. If lower rates are 
enforced by law new cars would unquestion- 
ably be put on, and they would have half as 
many wheels and springs, and less than half 
the power of resistance, or the weight, or the 
smoothness and safety, of the cars now in 
use. In place of two attendants they might 
have one or a fraction of one, as a single 
porter might be required to take charge of 
several cars. The bed-linen might be washed 
every other trip instead of after each one. 
There would be no carpets or looking- 
glasses, soap or towels, or dressing-rooms. 
The low prices would make the patronage 
more promiscuous. Thesmoking-room crowd 
would come in. There would be no longer 
the least privacy or safety for women and 
children traveling alone. It would be a mere 
question of time when the sleeping-cars by 
reason of filth and vermin should be more 
objectionable than the old style of day-car 
for night travel. 

The proposition is simply that the roads 
should be compelled to put on second-class 
sleeping-cars. But why should a require- 
ment of this sort be coupled with a pronibi- 
tion of the first-class cars? If any person or 
association feels disposed to make the ex- 
periment of running the cheap cars let the 
companies be required to furnish them with 
transportation, but it would be the ex- 
treme of hardship to the public, which is 
satisfied with the present service and is will- 
ing to pay for it, to be deprived of that 
privilege and be compelled to put up with in- 
ferior accommodations. 
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THE CABINET SCRAMBLE. 

The scramble for Cabinet positions is a 
queer development of American politics. 
Scores of men unknown personally to Gen, 
Garfield (who knows everybody in public life 
worth knowing), unknown to the public 
generally, unknown to everybody beyond 
the limits of their own immediate neighbor- 
hood,—scores, yes hundreds, of nobodies 
elbow and shoulder each other, pressing for- 
ward fo catch the eye and ear of the Presi- 
dent-elect, and scream in chorus: Make me 
your confidential, constitutional adviser— 
please!” They will all deny it when rallied 
on the subject, and solemnly assure you that 
they have no wish in the matter but to serve 
their country! Then they will hold you by 
the button to impart, confidentially, the por- 
tentous faet that their appointment is being 
urged by friends. Andin nine cases out of 
ten this means that they have solicited their 

riends to become oflice-beggars in their be- 
half. 

A Washington correspondent felicitates the 
country upon the probability of the early pas- 
sage of the measure giving Cabinet Minis- 
ters seats in Congress. He says Gen. Gar- 
field is in favor of it, and he thinks he will 
be careful not to appoint as a member of his 
Cabinet any man ineapable of holding his 
own against all comers in Congress. But it 
has been given out that in the formation of 
the Cabinet both locality and faction are to 
be recognized as existing facts and taken into 
account. Of course, it almost necessarily fol- 
lows, if such is the case, that brains and fit- 
ness must be left out. Ten to one, if Gen. 
Garfield considers the geography of the 
country and the factional divisions of the 
party in the formation of his Cabinet, its 
members will do his Administration very 
little credit on the floor of Congress in the 
event of the passage of the Pendleton or any 
bill giving them seats there. 

The custom, growh up in the last few 
years, of badgering and pestering the Presi- 
dent about his Cabinet is a pernicious one. 
Any man half fit to be President is entirely 
fit to choose his own Cabinet; and the per- 
sistent efforts of all the big and little poli- 
ticians in the Republican party to force little 
men into Gen. Garfield’s Cabinet would be 
an imputation against his common sense 
were it not for the fact that they are the mere 
continuation of a ridiculous political cus- 
tom. It is often said, and by politicians too, 
that no man in the country is so well fitted 
by political culture and public experience of 
men and things to be President as Gen. 
Garfield. It follows then, of course, that no 
man is so well fitted to choose a good Cabi- 
net. But, all the same, hundreds of poli- 
tlelans inferior to him in culture and expe- 
rience are making pilgrimages to Mentor to 
instruct the President-elect in the very first 
act of his official career. 

It is by no means probable that the passage 
of the Pendleton bill would diminish the 
number of aspirants for Cabinet positions. 
The average American citizen believes him- 
self capable of filling any and every position 
acceptably; and these who push incompe- 
tents for high positions don’t care, often, 
whether they fill them creditably or not. Too 
often they push them because they want to 
use them for dishonorable purposes; and in 
such cases the weaker they are morally and 
intéllectually the more serviceable they are 
likely to be to their masters. But, whenever 
Cabinet Ministers shall be required by law to 
expound Administration policies and an- 
swer questions on the floor of Congress, 
the President will be put upon his honor to 
see that he is not represented, or rather mis- 
represented, by either little men or “ crooked ” 
men. The success or failure of his Adminis- 
tration will then manifestly depend largely 
upon the character, ability, and public expe- 
rience of the members of his Cabinet. Called 
upon to face friends jealous of the fame and 
honor of the party he represents, and ene- 
mies seeking to destroy it, the little incompe- 
tent Cabinet Minister would cut a sorry figure 
indeed on the floor of Congress. With a 
weak Cabinet the Administration would be 
in constant, imminent danger of disgrace. 
‘There is no way to prevent rogues and in- 
competents from seeking all sorts of elective 
offices. But manifestly there is a way to 
head off the nobodies who try, every four 
years, to foist themselves into Cabinet posi- 
tions to the annoyance of the President and 
the scandal of his party.

the second division, abandoned its position, 
and the whole Peruvian line retired, leaving 
on the field its dead and its wounded. The 
Chilian cavalry then became engaged and 
drove the Peruvians into 
THE TOWN OF CHORILLOs. 

Here an attempt was made to reorganize the 
broken divisions, and with some success, as 
they drove back the Chilian cavalry with loss. 
sheltered by the houses which they occupied, 
the Peruvians began a vigorous and well- 
sustained fire. The Chilian commander or- 
dered a renewal of the attack. His columns, 
disordered in the engagement of the morn- 
ing, again advanced, and an aftillery duel 
and heavy musketry firing fdéliowed, lasting 
till midday, when the Chilians surrounded 
the town on three sides, and forced the Peru- 
vians to retire on Miraflores.

AFGHANISTAN, 
PROTEST AGAINST EVACUATING CAN DAHAR. 
Special * 

CaLcuTra, Jan. 0. — The Candahar news 
of the past week relates mainly to the 
progress of Gen. Wilkins’ expedition to- 
wards Maiwand and to the effect produced 
by the definit announcement of our inten- 
tion to evacuate the city. It seems to be 
clear that the approaching withdrawal of the 
British troops is looked upon with dismay by 
the more peacefully-disposéd people of 
Southern Afghanistan. 

The present position in’ Afghanistan is 
shortly this: There can, be no longer any 
doubt that the Government,in defiance of 
the almost unanimous consensus of opinion of 
both military and political experts, intend to 
withdraw: all the British troops from 
Candahar, if not from Pishin also, in 
the spring. It is Believed here 
that the Indian Government is in 
favor of the retention of Pishin, 
on the grounds that it has been under our 
protection for two years and that the people 
would be harassed by the Kakars and other 
tribes if we left them; but t is more than 
doubtful whether the Home Government 
Witl consent to hold even this last poor fruit 
of our two years’ war. Whether Abdurrah- 
man is strong enough to be able to occupy 
the Candahar Province after gur -departure 
is still problematical, His Government ts as 
yet by po means assured, even in Northern 
Afghanistan; while in Southern Afghanis- 
tun the leading Duranis are understood to 
be partisans of Ayoob Khan and Abdurrah- 
man’s nameis not popular, Very possibly 
there will bea contest for Candahar between 
the two rivals, who are now established re- 
spectively at the important points of Cabul and 
Herat. Neither can afford:to allow the 
other to continue in undistarbed possession 
of either of these bases of operations, and a 
successful initiative will pr ly decide the 
contest. It is most doubtfab: whether the 
British Government, its twoaps,,once with- 
drawn, can make any e for a 
peaceful settlement of the country. Now 
that Geok-Tepe has fallen ani the road to 
Merv is practically opened,'‘Rassian intlu- 
ence will have taken the plage, of ours, and, 
in all probability, next summer will see. us 
helpless spectators of a state of anarchy in 
Afghanisian, with both the contending 
parties looking to our great rival for help 
and not to us. It is difficult to overestimate 
the effect which this will have on the British 
nrestige, not in Centrai Asia only, but also 

n every native Court and bagaar in India. 

The following is Lord Napier’s minute as 
to Candahar. It is dated Gibraltar, Oct. 12, 
1880: 


What are the several courses open to us re- 


gardme Candabar ? 

L. We may abandon it to any chance ruler. 

2. We may remain in occupation in support of 
some native ruler. 

3. We may deliver it to Abdurrahman. 

4. We may annex the district, or such portion 
of it, together with the town. and fortress, as 
considerations of military and political neces- 
sity may lead us to determine on. ~ 

It is urged against the retention of Candahar 
that it wul require a large foree for its defense 
and the maintenance of ite communication, and 
that the expense will bear beavily on the re- 
sources of Ludia. 

The expense of repeated expeditions, with 
their contingencies of transport, which will be 
tho certain consequences ot ourretreating with- 
in our old frontier, will undoubtedly be as ex- 
pensive without the compensation of the rev- 
enue of the anuexed province and the prolits of 
extended commerce, 

The question ot expense is an Imperial one. 
Let us consider what England would lose with 
the loss of her power and influence in India. 
The whole of her wercantile affairs connected 
with the trade of the Kast haug on our posses- 
sion of India. There is hardly a mercantile 
house in Great Britain that is not deepiy inter- 
ested in commerce witb India, hardly a family 
that bas not a vital interest through some of its 
members in the security ofour Indian posses- 
sions. Certainly, at loast half the expense of 
the occupation of Candahar should fall upon 
Engiand. 

lf the Russians in Central Asia are a reality; 
if they have possessed themselves of Bokbara, 
Samurcand, and Tasnkend; if they are about to 
occupy Mery, of which they make no secret; 
if thoy have an easy road to Herat, 
which is a fact well Known, and a fort- 
ress there befure them in a fertile country 
held by a people without wnhity and with- 
out leaders, who that regards the course of 
Russian progress can doubt that, if we are timid, 
apathetic, or consenting, a few years will sce 
them in possession of a fortress which, in their 
hands, will be rendered impregnabie, 1nd will 
command the road to India, With a facility for 
agyression which may be measured by Ayvob 
Khan's rapid march to Candabar? 

It is dificult to believe that any one can be 
really blind to the danger to India whieh a little 
extension of the alliance which actually existed 
between the Russians and the Ameer Shere Ali 
would have matured. The diffiicuities of the 
march of an army through a rugged and mount- 
ainous or desert country are relied on by some 
people as a protection; they may afford protec- 
tion against sudden predatory invasion, though 
India has too often succumbed to such visita- 
tions; but to those bo know what skill and 
science can do to refuove ditiiculties when there 
is a base to work frum and nen there are men, 
menns, and time, backed Dy a steady will and 
uptlinching purpose, the protection of a difficult 
country vanishes. 

For more than 800 years the Afghans have 
looked on Hindostan as a fair ground for con- 
quest and plunder. Whenever they were at all 
powerful, even within che time of the British 
possession of Indim they were always contem- 
plating an invasion of Hindostan and the recov- 
ery of the dominion which they once heid, of 
which the decline of the Mogel dynasty and the 
warlike prowess of the Mahrattas and Sikhs 
gradually dispossegsed them. No sooner had the 
Ameer Shere Ali become strong, through our 
assistance, than, on bis failing to obtain the con- 
cession of all bis deman at once closed 
with Russia and prociaimed to his people the 
prospect of a religious waragainst us.

great commotion was caused among the author- 
ities of the Penitentiary by the announcement 
that four convicts who had been in solitary con- 
finement haa escaped. The particulars of the 


case are, as near as can be learned, as follows: 


Adjoining the rotunda situated at the back end 
of the prison yard are four punishment cells. 
These had been oceupied by Maurice 
Blake, James Wright, Edward Shiotle, and 
Abraham Rupson. On Sundays and during 
the night there are two guards told off for duty, 
who are supposed to visit the dungeons at least 
five times during the night; Até o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon they went to the above-named 
cells carrying a small lamp in their hands, and 
as they went into the passage in front of the 
cells, one of them was“ seized by a 
convict, and & scuffle ensued, in 
which the guard was getting the best 
of it. This state of affairs was not for long, 
however, as he was struck on the head from be- 
hind and knocked inseusible. The other guard 
was then attacked and overpowered, and, after 
both were securely tied with strips of sheets und 
blankets that had been. prepared for the pur- 
pose, they were locked in a cell. The cdnvicts 
then proceeded to the tailor-shop, and each 
donned a new suit of civilian’s clothes. Next the 
tinshop was visited and a quantity of wire pro- 
eured, with which they lashed two ordinary iad- 
ders together.

A TERRIBLE NIGHT. 


Fourteen Hours in Darkness at Sea on 
the Ice. | 
Boston, Mass., Feb. 13.—Passengers on the 
steamer Northern Light, plying between Prince 
Edward's Island and Nova Scotia, arrived here 
last night, and complained bitterly of the treat- 
ment of the officials of that vessel. The steamer 
was built expressly for cutting through the ice, 
but she is often anbeard of for weeks, though a 
trip can often de made in a few hours. 
The passengers (fourteen in number) 
of her last trip from the Isiand, after 
being jammed in the ice for eight days, were 
obliged to leave the vessel, owing to scarcity 
of wood. Land seemed twelve miles off, and 
the passengers made good progress for the first 
seven miles, when they were obstructed by 
broken and floating ice. Night came on, and the 
greatest terror prevailed among the passengers, 
who at the time had been joined by the crew. 
witb a boat. The officers were indecisive as to 
how to proceed, but finally a large block of 
floating ice was selected for a mp for the 
nigut, which was bitter cold.

Mrs. Walls undressed 
and retired to bed at ll o'clock, and nearly two 
hours later was startied out of a light sleep by 
some kicking at the lower front door. Sue 
wondered ut this, because that door is always 
left open. As she listened the door was thrown 
open, aud a man, upparentiy deeply under the 
influence of liquor, stumbied and stuggered up- 
stairs. In response to his loud thumpings and 
kickings at the door she asked, Who's 
there.” The only. reply was a maudlin, “I 
want togetin,” and, not recognizing the voice 
as that of any one belonging to the house, she 
refused to open the dour, The drunkard with- 
out swore be would force his way, and immedi- 
ately battered in the door, which was supplied 
with only a common lock. Mrs. Walls, still in 
night attire, was thoroughly frightened, and ran 
from that room into the kitchen, and pre- 
pared to dodge her pursuer by keeping the stove 
between him and herseif. Some minutes passed 
in this way, the young tiend using all the white 
the most obscene language, and threatening her 
with death if she dared to give the alarm. Mrs. 
Walls manuged to retain ber presence of mind 
throughout the trying scene, and aid her best to 
control the drunken burgiar. She kindly 
asked be seated’ and make 
himself he still kept 
up his advances, and sue 
was finally compeiled to jump from the room 
and run dowu stairs and out upon the sidewalk. 
Kenneaiy pursued closely, and when in front of 
No. 215 overtook her and bere her to the side- 
walk.

He resisted con- 
siderably, and was with a difficulty brought 
to the sta Mrs. alls was thoroughly 
prostrated by the excitement, and it was not 
until yesterday forenoon that she was able to 
furnish the police with any of the details of 
that terrible midnight encounter.

Monmovurn, III., Feb. 14.—Another terrible 
raliroad accident happened on the St. Louis Di- 
vision of the Chicage, Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad this morning. No. 3, the St. Louis 
night express, left Monmouth at 4:58 a. m., 
about halt an hour late. There were but few 
passengers on the train, on account of the late 
snow-biockade, there being but about fifteen or 
eighteen passengers, besides the conductor and 
train-men. While running along overa high 
and steep embankment about 700 feet long and 
thirty to fifty feet high, the approaches 
to Cedar Creek bridge, four miles north 
of here, a broken rail was en- 
countered. {The engine and 
ear passed safely over, only the rear trucks of 
the baggage-car jumping the track. All the re- 
maining cars—smoking-car, day-coach, and 
Pullmann sieeper—ran off, bumped along the 
ties some four or five cars’ length, and then fell 
down the steep embankment into tne ditch fifty 
feet below. The two rear cars were rolled over 
on their side, while the smoking-car landed on 
its top. Meanwhile the eugine dragged the 
baggage-car, which was off ‘the track and 
bumping along on the ties and stringers, halt 
way across the bridge before it was stopped, 
and it is wonderful that the bridge withstood 
the terribie strain and did not godown. The 
conductor was in the day coach, and deserves 
credit for the cool and brave manner in which 
he acted. The red hot stove near him was 
tipped over, and two large coals were thrown 
out on the floor. The car would soon have 
been wrapped in flames, but he immediately 
threw them back into the stove with his bare 
hand, and extinguished the fire with snow. 
After he and the other passengers, who had by 


this time crawled out, had seen that all danger 


from fire was avoided, they set about the 
rescue of the passengers who were pinned in 
under the seats. It seemed almost a miracle that 
ng one was killed, although several were severely 
injured, and three perhaps fatally. In the 
smoking-car, which was a complete wreck, there 
were seven persons, most of them railroad em- 
ployés. Two of these were dangerously burt. 
Of the eight or ten occupants of the day coa ch, 
Mr. Newton was injured the worst, being thrown 
so violently and fastened under the seats that 
it was necessary to tear away the seats to re- 
lease him. There were only two passengers 
in the sleeping-car besides the porter 
and brakeman, and none were serious 
ly injured. A special train witn 
a surgeon and mattresses was immediately sent 
out for the relief of the wounded, and those most 
seriously injured were brought to this city and 
taken to the National Hotel. Below isa correct 
list of those injured:

A HORRIBLE FATE.

JACKSON, Moore Co., Va., Feb. 14.—A horrible 
holocaust occurred last night, during the severe 
storm which prevaiied in this vicinity. A party 
of men working in turpentine were encamped 
in the woods. They built an incline between two 
large pines, bracing the crossridge- pole in front 
between the two trees. As they expected to be 
at work in this spot for some weeks they made 
the structure as substantial as possible, piling 
up on the roof heavy layers of earth and bick- 
ory poles, and keeping the whole secure by a 
layer of the largest rocks they could find. 
In the centre of the temporary building they 
built a large fire, and, after eating their rations, 
they spread blankets upon the ground and 
about 11 o’clock were sleeping, huddied together 
around the fire, which, as the weather was cold, 
had been replenished with fresh logs. They 
slept, it is supposed, till about 1 o’clock in the 
night, when the storm was at its height. There 
were ten men in the place then, all sleeping 
soundly, when, amidst the wild howling of the 
wind, the horrible trap fell in with its mass of 
rock and earth. The roof, with its sharpened 
laths and hickory billets, came down 
in gathered fury, impalm the rocky mass on 
the sleeping bumanity underneath, in two in- 
stances bayoneting to the earth the wriggling 
bodies of the unfortunate sleepers. The work 
of devastation and death was not completed, 
for, the floor being covered with beds of leaves 
and straw, and the sides of the structure being 
made of interlaced dry twigs and leaves, and 
there being a barrel of turpentine in the place, 
the hoops caught from the fire, and soon 
transformed the place into a furnace buru- 
ing at white heat. The two mangied 
and biistered survivors of the night gave 
a thriliing account of the scene, and the horri- 
ble sufferings of some of the unfortunates.

CAPT. WILLIAM RHODES.

A Talk with Thurlow Weed—E@orts to 
Make a War-President Out of Hora«- 
tio Seymour or Gen. MeClellan, 

New York Correspondence Indianapolis Journal. 

“Why did Mr. Seward offer his resignation 
during the War?’ I asked Thurlow Weed. 

“To appease the Radicals,” he said, “there 
never was a moment when he would have hesi- 
tated to do that for the sake of peace. But Sec- 
retary Chase met it by tendering his own resig- 
nation, to take effect the same time, and Mr. 
Lincoln declined to accept either of them. But

THE ADDIS TRIAL. 


Vesterday’s Proceedings in This Now 
Celebrated Case—Nothing of Particu- 
lar Interest Eliciteds 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

GRAND Rapips, Mich., Feb. 14.—In the Addis 
case to-day, Mrs. Louise M. Butts, a neighbor of 
Herman Blodgett, the corespondent in the 
former case, and Mrs. Omar H. Provin, a daugh- 
ter of Blodgett, were sworm. It has apparently 
been a theory that Addis paid considerable 
money to Blodgett toswear falsely in the former 
case, and that Blodgett manifested his prosperi- 
ty by generous Christmas gifts to his wife and 
daughters the Christmas before the former 
trouble a year ago. It was shown that the gifts 
were but ordinary and usual,—not more gener- 
ous than he usually gave at Christmys. 

The next witness was one Calvin J. Pine, 
whose wife is a cousin of Blodgett. The essence 
of his tale was that Blodgett tried to hire him 
for $50 to be a perjurer as a Witness in the case; 
to swear to seeing him (Blodgett)in suspicious 
relations with a woman supposed to be Mrs.

KANSAS. 
Winding-Up of the State Aid Commit- 
tee—A Synopsis of Its Operations. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Topeka, Kas., Feb. 14.—The Kansas State Aid 
Committee, organized May 31, 1880, has wound 
up its affairs,—the appointment by the Legisla- 
ture of a Conmittee on “ Destitutiop on the 
Frontier” rendering unnecessdry the further 
prosecution of the aid business by the State So- 
ciety. This Society was organized to take charge 
of donations in money and provisions from the 
counties in the eastern part of Kansas for the 
relief of the settlers on the extreme western 
frontier of the State, who had lost their crops 
in consequence of the severe droughts of 
1879 and 1880. The number requiring relief 
when the Aid Committee was organized was es- 
timated at 12,000 persons, distributed through 
twenty frontier counties. it was then expécted 
that assistance would only be required during 
the summer months, or until the maturity of 
the season's crops; but, owing to unfortunate 
circumstances, this hope was not realized, and 
the committee has continued the work of so- 
liciting and and forwarding aid up to the pres- 
ent time. It was the endeavor of the commit- 
tee to make the older-settied portions uf the 
State bear the burden of relieving the destitu- 
tion among their western neighbors, and iu a 
great measure this has been doue, and the 
cheer assurance is given that“ Kansas is 
able and willing to take care of her own ple 
in times of distreds; hence the habit of pro- 
miscuous begging abroad will, it is thought, be 
discontinued bereafter. 

An examination of the committee’s books 
shows the following contributions from the 
eastern and middig counties of the State:

The receipts from sources outside of the State 
were: 20,400 pounds of tlour and 60,000 pounds of 
meal from J. V. Farwell & Co., Chicago; 13,000 
pounds of flour and 26,200 pounds of meal from 
citizens of Kansas City; 10,380 pounds of flour 
from St. Joseph; miscellaneous contribu- 
tions of 13,928 pounds of flour and 7,496 pounds 
of meal; together with cash donations as fol- 
lows: Ackland, Wayiana & Co., Cincinnati, $100; 
Albert 5 New York, 66; Emery Grange.“ 

C. F. ter, $12.75,—mak a grand total of 
$2,419.78, 214.170 pounds of and 297,105 
pounds of meal. 

In addition to the above there were received 
from various sources 700 bushels of wheat, 1,000 
bushels of corn, 4,000 busnels of potatoes, and 
several hundred packages containing, clothing, 
groceries, fruit, meat, and sundries, the value 
of which cannot be determined. The Town of 
Waterloo, Ia., sent three car-loads of provisions; 
and several car-loads were also received from 
different points in Michigan. 

The cash-contributions were expended for 
such articles as were needed mtime to time 
in the distressed localities; which, with the 
ovher supplies, were judiciously distributed un- 
der the immediate direction of an agent of the 
Committee. All the railroads of the State, and 
many of those leading into the State, furnished 
free transportation for all the relief goods fur- 
nished by the Committee, and these facilities 
were of great assistance to the Committee in 
menor r its duty. The Committee was com- 
posed of leading eitizens of Topeka, and they 
retire with the satisfaction of having performed 
their work faithfuilty and houorably. and re- 
lieved much of the suffering incident to the 
great calamity that befell the frontier settlers.

GALENA, III., Feb. 14.—T. B. Medaty, who, in 
the employ of the United States, bas been en- 
gaged in surveying Government land in South- 
western Colorado and New Mexico, arrived in 
the city last evening on his way to Washington, 
whence he departs on Wednesday.

DE LESSEPS’ VANGUARD. 


Arrival ot the First Instaliment of 
Engineers to Begin Work on the 


Canal. 

PANAMA, Feb. .- The Star and Herald of Feb. 
1 has the following regarding the arrival of the 
first of Mr. De Lesseps’ engineers to commence 
work on the canal: 

On Jan. the French steamer Lafayette ar- 
rived at Colon, with Mesers. Armand Rectus, G. 
Bianchet, and about forty others who are to be 
employed on the Panama Canal. In accordance 
with the previously arranged plan, the Prefect, 
Miguel Borbua, accompanied by the Alcaide and 
Cummissioners Abelle, Zubela, Rubiason, Field, 
ana tlugeg, ired to the wharf, where they 
met M. Rectus and his associates and presented 
a brief address of welcome appropriate to the 
occasion. A large crowd had collected, and when 
the Prefect, after reading a short address, called 
for * vivas,” the response was spontaneous and 
hearty. 

Aimost immediately after their arrival the 
chief of the party, M. Rectus, went to the rail- 
road o to make arrangements for going for- 
ward. A special train was placed at the dis- 

Jof the party by Mr. H. A. Woods, Superia- 
tendent of the Panama Railroad, which left As- 
piuwall at 9 a. m. and arrived at Panama at 12 
noon. The members of the Panama Commission 
were at the station on the arrival of the train, 
and exchanged formal greetings with Mesers. 
Rectus, Blanchet, and o of the party, who 

were quickly conveyed the Grand Hotel. 
where they are now comfortably instalied. For 
the present, and it is presumed perwaventiy, 
the canal headquarters. will be in Panama, 
though Colon will be the main — for the dis- 


tribution of supplies for work. 
The expeditiun is divid to distinct sections 


or departments. M.R is General Agent, 
with full powers from rhe Canal Company over 
all matters which may fequire his attention 
decision on the Isthmus, M. Blanchet is Di- 
rector of the canal works. It is understood that 
the work of the various sections and commis- 
sions is to be begun at once and pushed on with 
energy. These will relate principally to the 
exact location of the line for the pro 
canal, clearing away the timber and brush, and 
thus opening up the country through which the 
excavation will be made; gu oe matters of 
titles for the right of way, buildings, etc. d 
the general landing arrangements of the Com- 
pany, and other matters of a preliminary char- 
acter which must necessarily antecede the com- 
mencement of actual work in rending the con- 
tinents asunder. No less than these preliminary 
operations is the organization of the company 
itself. which will not be fully completed for sev- 
eral months yet, the construction, on the 
immense scale necessary, of the colossal ma- 
chinery which will be required to carry on the 
various operations of digging, drilling, and 
blasting rocks, and removing earth and stone, as 
machinery 18 largely emploved instead of the 
older and slower methods, and the use of mere 
manual labor. 

The followmg is a summary of the service as 
at present organized, and the names and posi- 
tions of the various members of this pioneer 
Canal Commission: 

The expediGon is composed of the following 
departments: First, the Superior Agency, hav- 
ing the control and immediate supervision of the 
technical and legal matters, as well as the ac- 
counts; second, the Department of Real Estate; 
third, the Sanitary Service; fourth, Work and 
Construction. 

The latter department is organized as follows: 

The tirm of Messrs. Conoreaux & Hersent have 
been appointed by M. De Lesseps to complete 
the studies and carry out the work relative .to 
the piercing of the Isthmus, and M. Gaston 
Blanchet is the representative of the above firm. 


DECISION IN AN IMPORTANT CASE.

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 14.—Judge Cadwell, of the 
Common Pleas Court, to-day dismissed the peti- 
tion and cross- petition in the injunction suit of 
the Standard Oil Company against Scoffield, 
Schurmer & Teagle. The plaintiff attempted to 
hold the defendants to a contract prohibiting 
them from carrying on business as oil-réfiners 
only under certain conditions, One of the stip- 
ulations was that the defendauts should not re- 
fine more than 8,000 barrels of petroleum per 
year. The two senior members of the firm, ap- 
pearing as defendants, were favorable to the 
cause of the plaintiff, and supported the 
petition with a cross- petition. Judge 
Barber some weeks since refused appli- 
cation for a temporary injunction ro- 
straining the defendants from carrying on 
their business, holding thatthe contract was 
illegal and against pubiic policy and in restraint 
of trade.

Tf Roc. iL. Art. 9, of the Constitution of this 
State, and also Sec. 23, Chap. 114, Revised Stat- 
utes, and asking my opinion as to whether or 
not such a case comes within the jurisdiction of 
the Railroad and Warehouse Commission, under 
the law by which it is governed,and which it 
can lawfully take cognizance of. 

I think therecan be no doubt that this is such 
a cause as the road and Warehouse Commis- 
sion can take cognizance of and which comes 
directly under their jurisdiction. 

In Sec. ll of the law ey the Commission, 
laws ot 1871 and 1872. page 622, it is provided that 
“said Commissioners shall examine 8 
whether such railroad companies and ware- 
houses, their officers, Directors, managers, 
lessees, agents, and employés, comply with the 
laws of this State now in force. or which shall 
hereafter be in force, concerning them. And 
when it shall come to their knowledge, either 
upon complaint or otherwise, or they shall have 
reason to believe that anysuch law or laws have 
been or are being violated they shall prosecute 
or cause to prosecuted all corpora or 
persons guiity of such violation, etc.” 

This language cannot be misapprehended, and 
under it the Board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners are given the absolute control, 
so far as the public are concerned, of the en- 
forcement of all the laws of the State concern- 
ing railroads and warehouses, and the mode and 
manner of enforcing such laws are plainly de- 
fined in the statutes. 

In addition to the provision of the Constitu- 
tion and the sectiod of the statute above re- 
ferred to, I find in the proviso to Sec. S of the 
act of March 26, 1872, Laws of 1871 1872, Page 
487, providing for the changing of the names, 
changing places of business, ctc., of incorporated 
companies,—a similar provision to that in the 
Constitution and above law. Railroad com- 
panies, in the proviso to that section. are again 
prohibited from consolidating their stock, prop- 
erty, or franchises with any other company hay- 

parallel or competing lines. 

herefore, if it be true that this consolidation 
bas been made, and that the two 80 con- 
solidated are parallel or competing lines, and 
can be so proven to be, then a flagrant violation 
of our nstitution and laws has occurred, 
and the law should be enforced by the Board as 
provided by law.

Mayor Harrison sent to the Council yesterday 
evening the following communication, being his 
reply to the resolution calling on him fer in- 
formation why the canal pumping- works have 
not been built:

THE IDEA OFT ERECTING PUMPING-WORKS 
for. the pe indicated was first broached 
during atter s of January, 1880. At a 
meeting held in the Council Chamber, the Canal 
Commissioners and Superintendent. a number 
of Aldermen and citizens and city officers bei 

nt, the subject was freely diswussed, Dr. 
uch, Secretary of the State Board of Health, 
expiained the injurious effects of the filthy 
water 1 through the canal upon the 
people along its line and upon the towns and 
cities on the IIlinois River. He held that the 
City of Chicago was responsible for the nuisance, 
and u liable in damages for the injury so 
caused.

I will here state thatthe works at the Fuller- 
ton avenue conduit had been completed in Jan- 
er fears were expressed by the people

supply for that town would be effectually de- 
stroyed. On this account the works were tried 
experimentally for some time. Butin April it 
was decided the flow should be lakeward. This 
soon demonstrated the conduit had solved 
the problem of cleaning the North Branch of the 
Chicago River, and it has since been further dem- 
onstrated that the water pouring into the lake 
at the Fullerton avenue crib passes east of 
north, leaving our own crib free from contam- 
ination, and also leaving the Lake View source 
of supply free from pollution. This I account 
for thus: The foul water from the conduit, be- 
ing warmer than lake water, floats north- 
easterly on the ace, while the undertow 
brings in fresh, pure water to the e View 


water-works. 

Here permita di on. I have been fre- 
quently asked, and particularly at Springfield. 
why we should not erect a conduit similar to 
the one at Fullerton avenue, and run from the 
bead waters of the South Branch eastward into 
the lake. The reply to this is that the experi- 
ence of nearly ayear of close observation shows 
that foul water passes in the lake northeasterly, 
instead of, as seems to have been generally beld, 
to the southward along the lake shore. A con- 
duit therefore anywhere between the city and 
Hyde Park would foul the water directly in the 
line of our water-supply crib, two miles out in 
the lake. 

The North Branch of our river has been for 
many years excessively toul. Since last Apri 
it bas u practically pure, and, as its current 
is up-stream, it heips to drain the Main Branch, 
and ledves the South Braach alone to be re- 
lieved by the canal. The effect of this has 
been to give usa practically clean river from 
Fullerton avenue to within a short distance of 
the mouth of the canal, since last April. An 
exception to this existed during four or five 
days last June, after violent rains, when the 
wash into the river was greater than the capacity 
of the canal and conduit. You will find that the 
river to-day is dark colored. This, however, 
arises from the recent rapid thaw, and from the 
fact that the canal, being frozen over, bas been 
wholly inadequate to do its proper work. The 
discoloration in the river is not coupled with 
vile emelis, and will be done away with in a few 
days, as the ice disappears from the canal. On 
Saturday last the river commenced its normal 
course up hill. 

In the months & N and June the city offi- 
cers, after close study of the whole subject, be- 
came fully satisfied that the foulness of the canal 
was caused almost entirely by 
THE SOUTH FORK OF THE SOUTH BRANCH, 
and that if it could be cut off entirely there 
would be no 2 1 — — 1 the 
city proper pouring throug canal. That you 
ae full comprehend this, let me explain. The 
Fullerton avente conduit carries off into the 
lake each minute of the day from 15.000 to 20,000 
cubic feet of water. This makes at tne mini- 
mum 21,600,000 feet per day, or about 162,000,000 
gallons. canal carries off from 12,000 to 
20.000 cubic feet r minute, say an average of 
16,000, or 23,040, cubic feet a day, or about 
172,800,000 galions. Thus the canal and conduit 
carry off each day about 334,800,000 gallons. The 
average amount during the last summer and 
tall was much greater than this. Now there are 
600,000 peuple in the —7 The animal refuse 
matter from these would not exceed 100.000 Kul- 
lons a day. Add even as much more from 
strangers and from animals, and we have 200,000 
gallons. This gives one galion of animal offensive 
matter to 1,674 gallons of iake water. If this 
amount remains stagnant and decomposing, it 
would ali become, after a while, offensive. It 
has not been offensive in our river for nearly a 

ear, except the four days referred to in June 

My recollection is thet Dr. Rauch says 
that in the South Brauch. a few bundred yards 
from the mouth of the canal, be found about 
sixty-six parw of organic matter in a million. 
There is vastly more offensive matter running 
into the North Branch of the river than in the 
main river and South Branch together, leaving 
out the South Fork of the latter. The distilicries 
and tanneries are ali located on that branch. I 
suspect I may safely say there is ten times as 
much. But the Fullerton avenue conduit, car- 
rying off 15,000 cubic feet per minute, keeps that 
branch practically pure. 

Altho the South Brauch of the river was 
practicaily pure all last season, yet the water of 
the canal was frequentiy very offensive. Why?

Both of these claims I ehali hereafter set 
forth.

That I was un- 
willing to go to the great @Xpense necessary 
without some such agreement. They would not 
agree to take “care of a pound.” They said 
they had no authority to Make such agreement,

Early in August a survey was made of the land 
which we were led to think might be had, a 
record of which is on tile in the Engineer's De- 
partment.

The $125,000 bid was for machinery which Mr. 
Oregier thought very crude. Bids bave come 
in since the formal openi im October, but all 
far above the amount o © appropriation. 
The last bid received was for’everything in the 
way of machinery, very complete, at $150,000. 
Thus it will be seen that there was vo obstacle 
whatever thrown by the Mayor in the way of a 
speedy completion of the works. He has again 
and again, in interviews, stated that he was 
anxious to do the work, but that he did desire 
to do it in the way most promoting the interests 
of the city. And I now positively state, that if 
it had been possible to have completed the work 
last year, I would have been most gratified. 1 
expected the lock to be putin under any cir- 
cumstances. It was not till lately t 1 
learned that this could notbe done until after 
the pumps were ready for work. Mr. Thomas 
had the impression that I knew this, I learned 
it for the first time when in Springfield last 
month.

WHAT WILL BE REQUTRED, 


Iwill state that there must be pumps of a ca- 
pacity to lift 60,000 cubie feet per minute toa 
minimum hight of say five anda halt feet.and 
to a maximum hightof about seven and a haif 
feet. When the lake may be high the minimum 
will be required, when low then the maximum, 
—this hight being required to give a sufiicient 
head to allow the canal to carry off 60,000 feet. 
To do this wurk an engine or engines of not less 
than 11,000-horse power will required; a 
building of say 80 by 160 feet in length or more.

repayment of the funds so to be advanced. 


THE STATE THUS ACKNOWLEDGED THE FACT 


that the original pian was desirable and ough 
to be completed, and that it had not carried out 
such plan because of want of funds. It also 
reserved to itself the right to redeem the canal 
and revenue by refunding at any time the debt 
so incurred. 

The city completed the work as originally de- 
signed, and, when a little while after it was laid 
in ashes, the State paid the debt and released 
the canal and revenues from the mortgage. 
For this act the city was and is grateful. and 
every year paysto the State one-fifth its en- 
tire revenue. * 

But this act of generosity in the State in pay- 
ing before due its debt to the distressed city is 
no reason why the State should now atterapt to 
destroy the drainage of the city, for the procure- 
ment of which the city had advance. so large a 
sum of money. | 

The right to use thedeep cut for drainage

y the passage of the act of 1865 and the subse- 
quent performance of the work thereby en- 
joined. The State has no right to empty the 

espiaines River into the canal and cut off this 
drainage. The resolution passed by the Senate 
dircets this to be done, unless the city do a 
thing which it cannot do within the tinte speci- 
fied in the resolution. The make-shift author- 
ized by the resolution will only make things 
worse along the canal. It will dam up the sew- 
une in the Chicago River fora few months, and 
then when the Desplaines becomes dry this 
sewage willrushb down the canal, carrying its 
offenses doubly and more intensified by being 
sv dammed up. 

The State needs the waters from the Chicago 
River for navigation purposes in the caual. The 
cities along the Iilinois River need the same 
water for navigation purposes in the river. The 
Town of Lake needs drainage through the 
canal. The State should help to do the work. 
The resolution now before the House will, if 
passed, put an end to all those benefits, unless 
the city shall expend at least $217,000 to erect 
works at the mouth ot the canal and then oper- 
ate such works at a cost of from $50,000 to $75,- 
000 per annum.

the deep cut was completed the canal 
authorities executed a lease of the water 
privileges of the canal at Lockport. The 
water-supply is often short both for nav- 
igation purposes in the canal, and to 
give full power at Lockport. Somewhere 
during the middie or latter part of the year 1879 
the holder of this lease set forth to Mr. Cregier 
this shortage, and suggested the necessity of re- 
establishing pumping-works at Bridgeport. It 
is believed by many experts that the giving of 
this lease of the Lockport water privilege was a 
great wrong, and that the siuice gates ought to 
be thrown wide open during the season when 
navigation is closed. Experts have taiked and 
written on the subject. and claim that such 
opening would have kept the bed of the canal 
washed out, and prevented it from being filled 
up as it now is. 

If the canal was kept to its original prism the 
flow woutd’ be sufficient at nearly all times to 
keep our river pure and the 1 from bewg 
offensive. Whether this be trué or not I am un- 
abie to say with certainty. But I believe it was 
an almost criminal act to prevent this from be- 
ing tried every winter, when the in to the 
State * onty the paltry sum of $2,600 per annum 
rental. 

For a considerable time after the deep cut 
was finisbed the canal waters were pure. Those 
who are interested say this was because the 
lake was very high, and because the sewage in 
our river was less than now. The water was 
high, it is true, but I believe the sewage emptied 
into the river was many degrees worse 
at that time than at present. Almost the entire 
offal from packing- houses was at that time run 
into the river. All sorts of filth was emptied 
into the stream. Now most of the packing- 
houses utilize offal, and manufactwuries and dis- 
tilleries are toa great extent prevented from 
pouring their filth intothe river. The North 
Brunch entirely and the main river partly are 
cleansed by the Fullerton-aveuue conduit. 

The city had about 300,000 population whemthe 
conduit was completed. It now has an added 
two-fifths; but at least one-third of the city is 
drained northward, and the remaining two- 
thirds foul the river less—very much less—than 
in 1871. (am, therefore, forced to believe that, 
if the State had done its duty and kept the 
canal-bed well dredged out, so as to give the 
canal its projected capacity, we should have had 
as pure water in the canal last summer and fall 
asin the years 1870 and 1871.

THE TRUE PLAN > - 
for making a complete purification of the river 
would be to erect pumping works at head of 
the South Fork and by making an offen conduit 
along Thirty-ninth street westward beyond 
Western avenue, thence north to the cafal. 
This conduit should be simply large endheh to 
carry 60,000 cubic feet, Then this conduit should 
be eularged by digging or dredging for brick- 
making, thus avoiding mach ‘cost. In a few 
years the whole line of this conduit could be en- 
larged to the size of the South Fork. Then the 
pumping works should be removed to the point 
where this new river meets the canal. Atftq a 
few years the West Fork of the South Brafich 
will become impure and will need cleansing. 
This could be then effected by running a tunnel 


] trom the upper end of this fork under the canal 


to the works on the south side of the canal. The 
one hydraulic work would in this way relieve 
the entire South Branch.

Nothing was said or thought of by the 
reverend gentieman about a presentiment. in 
relation to the call from a Philadelphia church 
Mr. Tupper said he had received none, but had 
simply been in correspondence with a friend in 
relation to the matter. At the time he did not 
desire to leave this city. 

Mr. Wht 45 also wished to contradict the story 
that a lady bad promised to give $40,000 towards 
rebuilding the church. No amount was men- 
tioned. The lady simply said she would con- 
tribute towards its rebuilding. if it was thought 
best to go ahead with the work.

He said it was a much hard- 
er matter to determine the loss on a church than 
on a private residence or business house, and he 
had been obiiged tosendan expert to the burned , 
building to make an estimate of the loss before 
any paymnent was made. He did not wish to 

lace himself on record as having fixed the toss, 
but would in a tew days make the amount of the 
estimated loss public. He said he had no doubt 
the fire was the work of an incendiary, but 
thougbt Johnson innocent. 

One or two builders in conversation with the 
reporter estimated the loss at $50,900. 

Mr. E. R. Bliss, one of the attorneys for the 
Union Mutual Life-Insurance Company, of 
Maine, Which corporation holds a mortgage of 
$53,000 on the chureh property, stated to a re- 
porter yesterday that he h notified the Com- 
pany by telegraph of the fire, but had received 
no answer as yet, consequentiy he was unable to 
state whether they would claim the insurance 
money on their or not. He thought 
they would, however, believed such a step 
would be for the best interests of both parties.
